— First-time visitors iffe often — 
startled to see the large white 
structure that q^iears from a dis- 
tance to be sitting out in the 
middle of nowhere. The concrete 
and steel $9.5 million bridge, 
which spans approximately 300 
feet of North Landing Rivo' and 
reaches up 6S feet from the water 
to M actual bridge spai, has 
been open to traffic since 1990. 

On a clear day, from the top of 
the bridge visitors can see down 
North Landing River and into 
Currituck Soimd. More than one 
motorist has wondered how a 
bridge of this magnitude came to 
be built in Back Bay. 

"Thoe was and old ferry that 
used to run in the daylight 
hours," exjAJned Buddy 
Strawhand, a highway mainte- 
nance supervisor for the city of 
Virginia Beach. "It didn't run at 
nigitt," he said. "The first one I 
can lemonbo' was drawn acr(»s 
by cables." 

Strawhand, who spent the first 
25 yejBB of his life in Creeds, 
remembers riding ihe old cable- 
drawn ferry. 

"It had cables attached to either 



side of the bank," Strawhand said. 
"They had an engine on board and 
it would winch the ferry across or 
di'op the cables on the bottom 
when a boat or something like 
that was coming through."

Virginia Beach. "There was a lot 
of history behind that old bridge." 

Throu^ the *50's, 'Ws, '70's 
and ev»i the '80's the steel draw- 
bridge structure was in operation. 
Although residents sometimes 
complained about the long wait 
as the bridge opened fa* a boat to 
pass, the bridge had become as 
much a part of the landscqje as 
the pine trees. 

Incre^ed traffk; and continuing 
repairs made is nece^ary to eiect 
a iKw bridge. 

"It was old aid the stmcuaal 



lie, who were being inconve- 
nienced by having to close the 
bridge, and put the bridge span 
up," said a city employee who 
asEEd not to be identified. "That's 
the reason it's so high as to al- 
low these vessels to go through. 
In this way it doesn't interfere 
with them, and it doesn't interfere 
with us." 

It took approzi- 

mattty two years for the 
Imdge to be built. For Gregory 
this has meant new responsibili- 
ties. As a bridge maintenance su- 
pervisor it is his job to ensure 
that minor ^airs are comideted.

Gregory, who now lives in the 
Green Run section of the city, 
doesn't mind driving out to check 
on the Pungo Ferry Bridge, al- 
though like Johnson he wishes 
citizens were more caisiderate of 
city property. 

"My family still lives in Back 
Bay," Gregory said. "I like it out 
there." 

Although he was not part of 
the actual ccMistruction of the 
bridge, Strawhand, who said he 
has worked for the city of 
Virginia Beach for 30 years takes, 
personal pride in Pungo Ferry 
Bridge. 

"R's a nice bridge," Strawhand 
said. "A real nice bridge." 

It todc 30 to 50 workers to 
construct the bridge. The pro- 
ject's total cost was $1 1.8 mil- 
lion.

Therapist^charged with 
failingjomake a report 
of suspected child abuse 



timothy McCarthy 
charged; police urge 
parents to talk to kids 

A Virginia Beach therapist has 
been charged with failing to report 
suspected child abuse, according to 
the Virginia Beach Police 
DejKutmenL 

Hie therapist was counseling a 
Virginia Beach juvenile at the 
Family Counseling Center in the 
4300 block of Bonney Road. 

Investigates determined that at 
some point during the counseling, 
the therapist discovered that the 
juvenile may have been a suspect in 
a child abuse case. The therapist 
failed to notify police as required by 
law. 

The therapist has been idenUfied 
as Timothy McCarthy, age 48, of 
the 3800 block of Prince Phillip 
Circle in Virginia Beach. McCarthy 
was released on a misdemeanor 
surnmons and is due to appear in 
court on Wednesday, Jan. 13. He 
was charged on Friday, Dec. 9 at 
about 9 a.m. 

The case is being investigated by 
Detective D. G. Adams of the 
Investigative Division's Family 
Trauitia Team. 

According to Sergeant Ray 
Greenwood, McCarthy was charged 



under Virginia State Code 63.1- 
258.3, which, in summary, states 
any person licensed to practice 
medicine or any of the healing arts, 
any hospital resident or intmi, any 
person employed in the nursing 
profession, any person employed as 
a social worker, any probation of- 
fice, any teacher or other person 
employes in a public or private 
school, kindergarten or nursery 
school, any person poviding fuU- 
or part-time child care for pay on a 
regularly planned basis, any duly 
accredited Christian Service practi- 
tioner, any mental health profes- 
sional, any law-enforcement officer, 
in his professional or official capac- 
ity, who has reason to suspect a 
child is an abused or neglected chikl 
shall report the matt^ immediately 
to the local department where the 
child resides. 

The penalty for the first offense, 
if found guilty, is no more than a 
$500 fine. Any subsequent failures, 
not less than $100 nor more than 
$1,000. 

Parents and relatives should listen 
to what their children say and be 
observant to any unusual behavior. 

They should talk to their children 
and explain "good touch" versus 
•Tad touch."

When buying vegetables, 
pay attention to vitimins

When choosing vegetables for 
your Viiginia Beach garden, i»y at- 
tention to those high in vitamins. 
Information on the vitapiin content 
of &esh vegetables is availaUe bom 
many sources. With short time 
from garden to table for home 
grown vegetables, no vitamins are 
lost due to long periods of st(»i^e. 
After deciding what vegetables 
to plant in your gartten. decide ^w 
much your family will ccMisume 
each wedcso you can determine the 
amount to grow and the garden 
^Nice needed for such a crop. A 25- 
foot, double row of beets or carrots 
is a beautiful sight, and as gardens 
go, not a whole lot of space. But 
figuring 12 ot m«e plants to each 
foot of row, you may harvest over 
60 roots! This is a ccmsiderable 
amount for a small Camily, espe- 
cially if all the vefetd)les arc ready 
for hanesi at the same tune. 

Tte Ual gvden plan has small 
quutities of vegetables ripoung 
over a k)ng period of time. Scmoe to* 
be consumed each day, plus some 
to pnsent; if desired. With {vqx? 
irittuung you will be surfmsed how 
long the harvest period can be ex- 
veain^ htiS lettuce can be can be 
cnqg>ed almost continuously by 
removing (and consuming) the 
ouiR leaves as tl^ mature. Swiss

Sweet com does well 

in a succession planting. In some 
locations in Virginia, late May is 
the earliest, safe planting time for 
sweet c(Mii. If only planted then, 
you will harvest sweet com f(w a 
short period of time in August, 
depending upon the variety. 
However, if you plant sweet com in 
peat pots or some otl»r type of 
trsmsplantable container in early 
May, then transplant tfiem"to die 
garden when you i^uit peppas and 
plant anodi« section two or tluee 
weda lata, you could pick fresh 
ccwn fot a four- to six-wedc poiod. 
Succession planting also can be 
used fa green beans, tettuce. and 
manycMhao^. 

Whra ganlni space is limited, 
you can try inteiplanting. bi diis 
sy^em, acpt (such as CMiliflower 
and bnxxcAi can be set oitt boween 
rows of maturing beans in late 
somasw or nvly fall when they 
would braeBt fiom the shade <tf die 
bent {Amtt.

percent) of cases. Male infertility is 
often due 4o low sperm counts, 
poor sperm quality, or varicocele, 
varicose veins around the testis.

carried 18 feet or mott above the 
ground on wooden poles <x metal 
towers to reduce the risk of equip- 
ment or peopk coming in contact 
with die bare wires. 

But even with diese precoiticns, 
individuals work on tcq) (rf build- 
ings, ising metal laddos. or operat- 
ing tall m^hinery must be 
p^cularly cautkius not to conus in 
contact with ovoheid lines. As j^ni

the Tennessee Comprehensive As- 
sessment Program test battery. 

The r^ults clearly indicated that 
those students who had previously 
been in small classes in the STAR 
study showed significant advantages 
over students who had attended regu- 
lar classes, and these results were 
c(»isistentacrossall school locations. 
The positive results of small classes 
continued into the fourth grade, even 
afta the students had been placed in 
regular-size classes. 

I hope that the state of Tennessee 
will continue to study these sttidents 
as they progress through elementary 
school. It would be interesting to see 



if the students from small classes 
continued to show imjxovedachiet'^''" 
ment even into the fifth grade. Re- 
gardless, Project STAR has shown 
tiiat small class size does make a 
difference in student achievement. 
Since improving studratachievement 
is the stated goal of all those demand- 
ing school reform, let's hope these 
same people will be woricing with 
those who must finance education to 
secure the money necessary to have 
small classes in the primary gndes.

David Grochmal is one excited 
man. 

As director of the General 
Services Qepartm^t for the city of 
Vit^mimeach, Grochmal has a lot 
to be excited about. His current 
"biggest project" has been to over- 
see construction of the new 
Virginia Beach Judicial Center. It is 
scheduled to open on July 1 . 

The Judicial Center, a large 
sprawling 320,000 square-foot 
structure, has 23 courtrooms; a me- 



dia room, offices, 61 S windows and 
1,027 doors. The building is con- 
nected to the correctional fKility by 
an undergrtMind tunnel that stretches 
560 feet between the buildings. In 
addition, the Judicial Center will 
have a state-of-an security system. 

It took nearly two years to plan 
the center. Grochmal credits input 
from the Virginia Beach City 
Council, city managers, potential 
occupants, a judicial court consul- 
tant and the Fairfax County Judicial 
Center with the innovative design. 
The building committee wanted a 
building that would not only last 
for a long time, but would also al- 
low for growth. 

"There is some unfinished space 
in the building," Grochmal said, 
"so that we can expand. We can add 



another six or seven courtrooms 
without havii^ to expand the build- 
ing. We have that capacity as 
carloads increase and as new judges 
are appointed and additional cchu- 
looms are needol." 



"We haven't had any violence in 
Virginia Beach," Grochmal said, 
"but you read about it all the time. 
We wanted to design a buildi»(g that 
was safe enough so that we would 
never have that kind of jwoblem."

In light of recent 
cowtroom violence in other states, 
the building committee wanted to 
make the new Judicial Center as se- 
cure a building as possible. 



Grochmal said that not only did 
the planning committee want the 
judges and courtroom personnel to 
be safe, but they wanted to make 
sure that the general public was 
also safe.

City Council plans to meet 
with tte ScIm)o1 Board on Jan, 19 
to discuss a new school funding 
policy prior to submission of the 
1993-94 (^jeradng budget 

The (Roposal calls fc^ the ctHin- 
cil to allocate a percentage of the 
city's revenues for the schools and 
to leave it to the schools to decide 
where the money is to go. 

The revenue faring plan will 
be based on the city's kxal tax con- 
tribution and would not affect State 
or federal money allocated to the 
school system. 

Council also recently unani- 



moudy adq)ted resolutions request- 
ing the School Board to submit a 
budget limiting the increase in the 
local tax conuibution to $2 millimi 
above the ^proved 1992-93 budget. 
(Another resolution pertaining to 
the budget and adopted by council 
requires the city manager to retain 
all local tax, fee and charge rates at 
their Feb. 1,1993 levels.) 

The policy is deagned to elimi- 
nate some of the haggling which 
has taken place betweoi the council 
and tte School Board over scIkmI 
budgets. Under dw policy, when the 
scho(rf^^em Meds nwxe that the 
allocated percentage it would have 
to requ^ a tax increase. 



If the policy is approved the lo- 
cal contribution for the 1993-94 
fiscal year would be an estimated 
$125,004,000. compared to the to- 
tal cunent local contribution of 
$122,960,631. 

In explaining the proposal. 



Budget Director Dean Block said 
that the policy should help ensure 
that the School Board is a partner in 
raising and spending publk; funds.

Gary Thomas, vice president for 
Church and Field Development- 
with the Christian Action Council, 
said that the theme of Sanctity of 
Human Life Sunday is both a cele- 
bration of new life and the life of 
the mother.

I heard recently that reporters who were polled after 
the recent presidential campaign did express certain 
biases, toward both the issues and the candidates 
themselves. It is a scary thing, to try and express both 
sides of any hotly debated issue. Writers, although we 
wish we could be otherwise, are full of human emo- 
tion and personal preferences. 

Most of the time, being fair, honest and objective is 
not a problem for me; I simply meet with people and 

try to tell their story the 
best way I know how. 
But this week I worried 
over being able to 
present some of the ar- 
guments surrounding 
3ie Roe vs. Wade deci- 
sion. 

I decided to do some- 
thing that in the eyes of 
many seasoned report- 
ers is very unprofes- 
sional. I let those who agreed to be interviewed know 
that my view differed from theirs. I did not argue my 
beliefs, nor did I express them much except to say that 
we differed on certain points. They thanked me. They 
thanked me for being honest, but they also thanked 
me by giving me more information titian I ever ex- 
pected. And I appreciate it. 

One Woman said after I had made my statement, 
"I'm glad you told me that. Now I know you'll try to 
be fair. The pro-life movement has been so badly 
represented by The Virginian-Pilot/Ledger Star. And, 
The Richmond Times (Dispatch) has really done a 
number on us." 

Another woman described how horrifying it was to 
be standing in front of television and still cameras and 
having a reporter, who refused to identify the organi- 
zation she was with, asking her questions. 

Several of the churches contacted regarding the 
types of support they offer to women in their commu- 
nity declined to be interviewed. One church clerk 
snapped, "You send us some information about you, 
then we'll decide if we want to talk to your or not!" 
Remember folks, we're not the Pi/or. 

Many of these folks have been personally hurt by 
reporters looking for a sensational story. Tliey have 
every reason to be cautious and afraid when dealing 
with any member of the press. 

To me the sensational story was not% the differ- 
ences between the two factions, but in the things that 
they agreed upon. Both groups agree that they would 
like to see a decrease in teen pregnancies. Each group 
believes that education is the key to stopping what 
some of them describe as an epidemic of teen preg- 
nancies. They all believe that communities need to 
support women in practical ways with such things as 
affordable medical care and child care. And all of 
them expressed their sincere belief that no matter 
what a woman decides, she is making perhaps one of 
the toughest decisions of her life. 

The sensational story to me is not about those who 
offer themselves up in violent protest, or manage to 
get themselves into the media mill on a regular basis. 
The sensational story is the one going on our commu- 
nity, where voluntwrs on both sides of Uie abortion 
issue are giving their time to try and meet the needs 
of women. — Sasha Tomey

Not only did they manage to do 
this, but they each presented their offerings 
within the same week.

The importance of timing when pruning

Pnining is an essential maintenance practice. 

It is the selective renaoval of bnmches wittout 
changing the plant's naural sppe$imce or habit of 
growth. Pnining should be done to improve the 
health of the plant by cuuing out dead, diseased, 
lv(ri»n, and ove^rown teanches that interfere with 
new growth. 

Deciduous shnibs should be pruned to mainain 
natmJ form in late winter to eirty qmng. Heavy 
pruning is best (tone when the plant is dormant md 
temp^tures are above freezing., Wounds fnm 
{mwiiig cutt made at this time teal readily ud ve 
ku prone to winto- injury. 

Sluubs that flower (xi "new" wood (shoots that 
hav« grown during the currrat season) should be 
immed in 1^ wint^ tfircMigh e^y qiring b^ore new 
growth b^ins.

Partners in Learning has teacher 
trainers well versed in all areas of 
shared decision-making skills and the 
basics of strategic planning, and is 
recruiting teachers who are develop- 
ing expertise in alternative assess- 
ment methods at the elementary and 
secondary level. 

The consortium has organized a 
group of teachers who are delving 
into total quality management in the 
classroom. Dr. Patrick Konopnicki, 
direc^r of Vocational Education, has 
^ be^ a valuable resource and inspira- 
tion to these teachers. One of the 
reasons for shared decision-mdting 
is to improve the quality of decisions 
being made in our schools. TQM is a 
process that will be valuable in this 
endeavor. 

Tlirough the coopeni- 
tlon of VBEA^s associatioti reps, 
Partners in Learning will be commu- 
nicating with teachers recognized by 
their peers as instructional innova- 
tors to offer informational services 
fii|dnetwofkingcapabilities.Thegoal 
is to allow innovators to hook up and 
talk with each other about the excit- 
ing things they are doing in their 
classrooms. VBEA will recognize 
these special teachers by creating a 
listing of their names, schools and 
interest areas. The ccxisortium also 
hopes to highlight some of die excit- 
ing inngyations underway in our 
school division. 

Another project being started by 
I>aitna-s in Learning is die opportu- 
nity for teachers to join research/ 
study groups in such areas as coop- 
erative learning, parental involve- 
ment, homework, retention in grade, 
and classroom management 

The study groups may meet when 
and where they like. They can create 
flexible schedules built around the 
busy and changing Schedules of teach- 
ers. Partners in Learning study guides 
are excellent and contain sufficient 
research stiidies to allow teachers to 
really dig into the selected topics 
without having to spend numerous 
hours in the library tracking down the 
research. The study groups can work 
through die c(MKortium to document 
and record professional development 
account points for recertification or 
career teacher.

^^^____^__ Electronic in- 
dexes access 
computer databases that are Isager 
and more up-to-date dian print in- 
dexes, and computer-searching tech- 
niques permit customers to fmd more 
precise information in less time. 

The library introduced electronic 
indexes several years ago and diey 
proved very popular with customers, 
especially students, who are the pri- 
mary users of periodical and newspa- 
per backfiles. However, the cost of 
providing this service was very high, 
since each index required its own 
subscription. Due to die decreased 
funding for library services, the Li- 
brary Department was unabte to ex- 
pand diis popular service. 

This problem was overcome widi 
the advent of Local Area Networks 
(LANS), which links a number of 
computer terminals to a central com- 
puter which houses die data. Because 
a subscription to an index on a LAI^ 
is much less expensive than multiple 
individual subscriptions, the number 
of computers providing indexing in- 
formation can be increased, while at 
die same time decreasing die cost of 
furnishing this service. Supplying 
double die number of indexes on die 
LAN will still save die Library De- 
partment $12,800 annually. 
In addition, the LAN has allowed 



die library to {Hovide the public and 
staff widi access to Books in Print on 
compute for die same cost as the 
print version. Other refnence sources 
are currcndy being studied to deter- 
mine which ones would be most use- 
ful and economical in computer for- 
mat. 

'The knowledge die library Staff 
gained in developing the Central Li- 
brary LAN is now being used in each 
of the de{»rtinent's area libraries.

The o^th of office was adminis- 
tered by Robert R. Livingston, chan- 
cellor of New York State.

Wade (tecision, {md trying to meet 
the needs within her church, is only 
a small step in helping women 
make what she calls r^ choices. 

"I would like to see mcve than 
just baby clothes," Stanley said. "I 
would like to see the empowerment 
of a communis daycare center open 
so that women who are on welfare 
and having to face the decision of 
abortion actually have a choice. A 
realchcMce."

Never h^ poisoning? Actually 
it's called foodborne illness. 
Perhaps you have, but thought you 
were sick with the flu. Some 7 mil- 
lion Americans will suffer from 
foodborne illness this year. 

Why? Because at the right tem- 
perature, bacteria you can't, see, 
smell Of taste can multiply to the 
millions in a few short hours. In 
large numbers, they cause illness. 

According to the Virginia 
Cooperative Extension, however, it 
doesn't have to happen. Some 85 
percent of cases could be avoided if 
pec^le just handled food properly. . 
So here's what to do: 

When you shop buy cold food 
last, get it home fast. < 

• When you're out, grocery shop 
lasL Take food straight home to the 
refrigerator, hjever leave food in a 
hotcarl 

• Don't buy anything you won't 
use brfbrc the use-by date. 

• Don't buy food in poor condi- 
tion. Make sure refrigerated food is 
cold to the touch. Frozen food 
should be rock-solid. Canned goods 
should be free of dents, cracks or 
bulging lids which can indicate a 
serious food poisoning threat. 

Check the tempera- 
ture of your refrigerator with an 
appliance thermometer you can buy 
at a variety hardware store. To keep 
bacteria in check, the refrigerator 
should run at 4(rF; the freezec unit

at 0°F. Generally, keep your refrig- 
f'rator as cold as possible without, 
ueezing your milk or letbice. 

• Freeze fresh meat, poulu-y or 
fish immediately if you can't use it 
within a few days. 

• Put packages of raw meat, 
poultry or fish on a plate before re- 
frigerating so their juices won't drip 
on other food. Raw juices often 
contain bactoia. 

When you prepmv food keep ev- 
erytning clean, ttmw in refrig^uor. 

• Wash hands in hot soapy water 
before preparing food and (tfter us- 
ing the bathroom, changing dialers 
and handling pets. 

• Bacteria can live in kitchen 
towels, sponges and cloths. Wash 
them often. Replace sponges every 
few weeks. 

• Keq> raw meat, poultry and fish 
and their juices away from odter 
food. For instance, wash your 
hands, cutting board and knife in 

' hot soapy wa^'' ^^r cutting up the 
chicken and before dicing salad in- 
gredients. 

•■Use plastic cutting boards rath^ 
than woodoi one where bacteria can 
hide in the grooves.

• Thaw food in the microwave or 
refrigerator, NOT on the kitchen 
counter. The danger? Bacteria can 
grow in the outer layei^ of die food 
before the inside thaws. Marinate in 
the refrigoaior too. 

It takes thorough cooking to kill 
harmful bacteria, so you're taking 
chances when you eat meat, poul- 
try, fish or eggs that are raw or 
only partly cooked. Plus, ham- 
burger that is red in the middle, rare 
and medium-rare steak and roast 
beef are also undot^ooked from the 
safety stan(^inL 

• Cook red meat to 160'F. Cook 
poultry to 180°F. Use a meat ther- 
mometer to check that it's cooked 
all the way through. 

• To check visually, red meat is 
done when it's brown or grey in- 
side. Poultry juices run clear. Fish 
flakes with a foik. 

• Samonella, a bacteria that 
causes food poisoning, can grow 
inside fresh, unbroken eggs. So 
cook eggs until the yolk and white 
are firm, not runny. Scramble eggs 
to a firm texture. Don't use recipes 



in which eggs remain raw or (Mily 
partially cocked. 

• When you code ahead, divide 
large portions of food into small, 
shallow containers for refrigeration. 
This ensures safe, rapid cooling. 

• Stir and rotate your food for 
evaij|i|^ng. No turntable? Rotate 
Ihe wpwj hand aaca on twice dur- 
ing cocddng. 

• Observe the standing time 
called fOT in a recipe or i»ckage di- 
rections. During the standing time, 
food finishes cooking. 

.. • Use the oven tonperature probe 
or a mtts. thermometer to check that 
food is done. Insert it at several 
spots. 

When you serve food, never leave 
it out over 2 hours. 

• Use clean dishes and utensils to 
serve food, not tiiose used in prepa- 
ration. Serve grilled food on a clean 
plate too, not the one that hfld raw 
meat, poultry at fish.

stop a leaky toilet; prevent snow build-up 



Q. I have an old-style toilet in 
my home that is not operating up 
to par. I visually^xamined all the 
moving parts and waited for the 
tank to fill to see if anything was 
abnormal. The problem appears to 
be with the internal parts, and water 
continues to run after the toilet is 
flushed. Can you determine what 
might be the cause of this malfunc- 
tion? 

A. Without actually seeing the 
problem, I can only suggest you 
follow these simple steps: 

Before doing anything, turn off 
the water supply and then closely 



examine all of the moving parts 
such as the ball cock mechanism 
that controls incoming water. Look 
at the rubber flap at the floor of the 
tank itself to be sure there aren't 
any obstructions or corrosion fi'om 
the valve seat In addition, check 
the chain and guide arm, making 
sure the ball falls straight down. If 
the ball rubs against the tank wall, 
that will cause water to run contin- 
ually. Simply bend the float ball 
arm slightly inward to correct this 
problem. Make sure the metal rod 
is not higher than the overflow tub 
or it may allow water to flow over. 



It's possible other problems may 
exist, in which case, you may need 
the assistance of a professional. 
However, more times dian not, low 
cost toilet repair kits are at your 
convenience at plumbing supply 
and hardware dealers. These re- 
placement parts can give you 
headache-free performance, depend- 
ing on the problem, instead of re- 
placing some major parts. 

Q. I need to know if there is 
some kind of treatment which can 
be used on the surface of a snow 
shovel to prevent snow weight 
build-up. It seems that the chore of 



Keeping stereo wires hidden 



I own a state-of-the-art home en- 
tertainment system. My concern is 
how to obscure the wires from my 
speakers, other Uian attaching them 
to the walls and baseboards. Do you 
have any helpful hints? By the way. 
I have wall-to-wall carpering 
throughout the house. 

A. There are many innovative 
ways to discreetly hide your speaker 
wires. The major consideration is 
where your sound equipment is lo- 



cated in your living room. 

For example, if one of your 
speakers is positioned near an arch- 
way, dien you can install the wire 
beneath the rug itself. The easiest 
way to do this is to unravel an or- 
dinary clothes hanger and bend it at 
one end into a small letter "j." 
Next carefully lift die edge of your 
rug. attach the free end of die wire 
to the coat hanger with masking

tape and slowly pull until the wire 
appears on the opposite side. You 
will, of course, need to open the 
odier end of die rug at die archway 
and pull die speaker wire through. 
Secure die wire snugly to die badet 
or base moulding (if any) and con- 
nect to your unit 

Another possibility to consider is 
to run die wire just below the sur- 
face of your rug along die base- 
board. Do this with a blunt object 
only submerging die line just be- 
low die nap of die rug. Again, fol- 
low it to your stereo receiver or 
unit. 



removing snow is doubly hard 
when what you are removing clings 
to die shovel itself. Do you know 
of anything I can use? 

A. I know diat die use of an in-^ 
dustrial all-purpose silic<Mie spray 
will prevent sticking and repel wa- 
ter. However, keep in mind diat 
diis iH'oduct will wOTk best on a 
fairly new shovel with a sur&ce-" 
that is not scratched or worn. 
Otherwise, silicone ^ay will only 
be absorbed into a porous metal 
surface. 

You can also use this versatile 
spray on an ice chopper, and even 
on the rotating blades of a snow 
blower. Be sure diat the power is 
off when you do diis to your snow 
blowing machine to avoid being 
hurt by die blades. 

Finally, if you are removing 
snow with any of your equipment 
for any length of time, you will 
need to reapply the spny periodi- 
cally. 



• If your home has aging roof 
shingles, try to remove any large 
amounts of snow or ice (if at all 
possible) to prevent interior leaks. 

• Always keep your walkways 
and house entries clear of winter 
precipitation. 

• Use cmidon not to dam^e your 
home's extent or driveway when 
shoveling snow. 

• Inspect for any possible damage 
diat teavy ice may cause to your 
home. 



• Use I" felt weatherstripping 
around the perimeter of your door- 
ways to prevent any drafts and 
wasted en»gy. 

• Avoid using commercial rock 
salt around the outside of your 
home as much as possible. Sand or 
a commercial "^?eedy-dry" product 
is a good substitute to use. 

• If you arc overweight ot don't 
exercise much, use snow blowing 
power «iuipment to clear snow and 
avoid health risks.

public entrances right past all the wimessesand family." 

This is bad news for a hungry press anxious to get pictures 
of suspects 1)efore or after the trial. Grochmal said that this 
will pose a problem for members of the press. The court- 
rooms are equippe4 with wiring and conduits to allow for 
easy use of television cameras in the courtroom. 

"We have a central media room set aside for taping and 
editing equipment for the various news channels to use," 
Grochmal said. 

The building does not come without a hefty price tag. 
The total project will end up costing the city $38.2 million. 
Included in the cost are construe, ^n desig , furniture, 
equipment, security wjuipnacnt, cafetCiia equipnient and pub- 
lie addres s equipm e nt itt ' a d d ition to the construct i o n and la - - 
bor costs. 

"Generally city buildings cost more to construct tfian a pri- 
vate office building," Grochmal said. "We br.-e very sub- 
stantial designs; sturdy designs with lots of steel and con- 
crete so that these buildings will last for literally hundreds of 



years. That's the value of what the public gets." 

Richard Haley, a laborer with Centex-Simpson 
Construction Corporation, has been working on the new 
Judicial Center for four months. 

"I know they poured in lots of money," Ffaley said. "There 
is all kinds of nwney tied up in it." 

Haley believes that the city will definitely get it's money's 
worth from the building. 

The Judicial Center is set to officially open on July 1. At 
that time the olffcourtrooms will close down, and the new 
ones utilized. For about a year, according to Grochmal's es- 
timate, the old courtrooms will not be used. As part of the 
total project the old courtixx)ms will be renovated into offices 
for other city departnMnts. 

"We're going to save half-a-million (foUars a year in rent 
just by moving people into those old court buildings," 
Grochmal said. 



oversees the 450 employees who do everything from find a 
desk for a new clerk to maintaining city vehicles. Once the 
contractor has finished the actual construction of the build- 
ing, Grochmal will be busy orchestrating the move from the 
old buildings to the new facility. 

"General Services is a behind-the-scenes department that 
the public generally does not see," Grochmal said. "But I 
think we're very important in the sense that most of the de- 
partn%nts diat the general public comes in contact with could 
not function very well without our support. We take this 
very seriously. We want the public to be served well and so 
we do our best to support those departments that serve 
them." 

Grochmal said that die new Virginia Beach Judicial Center 
will serve the public better than the old courtrooms. 

"For the first time, all courts and court-related functions 
will be housed in o ne building." Groch mal s aid. "This will

With the cooperation of the city's 



lMos(q)hies and concerns regarding 
the jail and its operations. This has 
been accomplished through tours of 
the jail, public speaking and ad- 
dresses to the city managemenL An 
open door policy has also been 
maintained with the media. 



During the 1980's, we began to 
see a significant increase in the 
jail's population, necessitating the 
construction of a majw housing ad- 
dition in 1987. However, the popu- 
lation of the city and the jail has 
continued to increase. These in- 
creases have been well documented 
to media, City Council, and the 
Department of Corrections. 

As a result of these meetings, the 
City Council in 1992 approved fw 
a consultant to analyze the jail's 
condition at that time and what 
needs were necessary to solve these 
housing problems. As a result of 
that report, a citizen's committee 
reviewed the report and analyzed die 
jail's needs from a citizens^ point d 
view and was presented to council 
in 1992. From these findings, the 
City Council approved the con- 
struction of a major jail additicm to 
meet the needs of housing, kitchen, 
laundry and medical services. This 
project will begin in February 
1993. 

With the increase in jail housing 
needs, the Department of Correc- 
tions analyzed the present jail 
staffing and found there to be a dras- 
tic sholage of manpower. Howevo' 
the Department of Corrections will 
not approve new deputy positions 
unless there is new construction.

Thwe is one area in which lobby- 
ists on both sides of die abortion 
issue agree, and that is the serious 
Tieed f or i) etter sex ^du cation fo r — 
young people.

Tim Norton, one of die directws 
of die Crisis Pregnancy Clinic in 
Virgipia Beach, hopes that a pro- 
gram sponsored by his clinic called, 
"I'm WorUi Waiting For," will en- 
courage young people to take a 
pledge of abstinence. 

"Despite die education, despite all 
die efforts, despite condom usage, 
de^ite die fact that diere's disease 
out diere, teenage pregnancy is on 
die rise," Norton stated during a 
telephone interview. "As long as 
you're giving options to a teenager, 
a teenager will take the option. A 
teenager needs to be taught absti- 
nence. That is die only safe way. 
There is no such diing as safe sex." 

Norton, who strongly opposes 
sex education in the schools, said 
that by presenting more than 
teenagers need to know, educators 
are encouraging them to ba;ome 
sexually active. 

"1 dffli't diink Uiey can (teach sex 
education) it with the intim^y and 
die love and die understanding diat 
you can do at home," Norton said. 
"When diey are presenting it at 
school, it is a fdct, and it's just fsKit 
- diat's their presentation of it.

on the adv'ise of our attorneys we 
cannot present ^)eciflc explanatkms 
to these charges at tl^ time. 

While being confined is a taxing 
experience under any conditions, 
you can expect an increase in prob- 
lems between people any time you 
compress a large number of people 
inRfconfln^ spates. Tlirough train- 
ing and hiring staff wto are dedi- 
cated to their jobs, our deputie; 
have done an excellent job in main- 
taining the jail's security. 

Howevo', I have been on record 
many times stating that the jail's 
I»pblems arc being compounded by 
increasing numbers of persons be- 
ing detained, and we have no in- 
crease in staff to provide ad«)uate 
supervision. While confrontations 
between inmates have been minor 
'and dealt with sf)pn)priately, the po- 
tential for a serious problem to 
arise is always present. 

Incidents recently reported in the 
news are depk»^Ie andTe^ttable. 
However, the deputies in the jail 
have not been negligent in meeting 



their duties and responsibilities. 
They have perfcmned greatly undo' 
extremely stressful circumstances. 
This incident is the Hrst of its type 
in m(M« than 17 years. 

To say that because of one inci- 
dent it is representative of a total 
operatirai is not substantiated by 
any fact. Yes, a reprehensible act 
occurred; however, it is a rare occur- 
rence and was dealt with immedi- 
ately; and. those involved are being 
fully prosecuted for their acts. 
Deputies in the jail are responsive 
to the needs in the jail dnd continue 
to provide service under strenuous 
conditions. 



The fact remains that I have been 
operating an open door policy to 
the jail and have always ^|»aised 
people of the jail's needs and prob- 
lems. For anyone who has had ac- 
cess to this infcmnation on a rou- 
tine basis and now cry foul on a 
pretense of ignorance is reprehensi- 
ble and totally irresponsible. This 
office is always open to answer 
questions about its c^rations and 
has never attempted to hide the facts 
from the public or city and state 
management 

I, as you, should be proud of 
your jail's operations and the rela- 
tively few problems we have had 
under the most trying of conditions.

as weU." Hifflcnd said. "I tell them 
abstinoice is lOQ percent effective. 
But if and when you make a deci- 
sion to become sexually active this 
is what you have to do to protect 
yourself." 

Charlann Murray, a vol- 
unteer at the Crisis Pregnancy 
Center in Virginia Beach, said that 
often it is the parents who inadver- 
tratly put pnessure on their teens to 
become sexually active. 

"The sad part of this is that there 
is a^lot of moms that have these 
young daughters on birth control 
pills," Murray said. "It's like 
they're saying I know you're going 
to-be sexually active so I want you 
protected. Well, what do you expect 
them to do? They get pregnant and 
then (the mothos) are shocked." 

Murray said that the parent's 
lifestyle is a contributing factor to 
teens becoming active ar^n earlio' 
a^. 

"It's the lifestyle," Murray em- 
phasized. "A lot of times they are 
from broken homes and their par- 
ents live a loose lifestyle. They 
have boyfriends and girlfriends in 
all of the time. (The teens) know 
their moms and dads are sleeping 
around. It's just a part of life, their 
everyday lifestyle. It's like they 
don 't know any better." 

Harlend would Iflce to see school- 
based clinics offoing sex education, 
condom availability, along with 
other whole health services. 

"If you had a full time nurse on 
every middle school and high 
school campus with a school-based 
clinic that could support all gen<»al 
health, and also have condoms there 
and contracq)tives - but not just for 
that purpose, for all general health 
needs of the kids." Harlend stated, "I 
think this is going to be one of the 
primary ways of preventing a lot of 
the pregnancies and general bad 
health that we see." 

Harlend said that it will take a 
long time before parents and educa- 
tors recognize the need for such a 
program. She cites misrepresenta- 



tion (tf con^m and contraceptive 
availability by the media as being a 
partoflhepr^Iem. 

"Some of the papers . . . started 
using the lenii; 'condom distribu- 
tion,' " Harlend explained. "When 
you u^ the tenn 'distributing' par- 
ents think, 'Oh my god, they're 
passing out condoms with the 
English exams.' Studoits are told at 
orientation at the beginning of the 
year, (contraceptives) are available, 
this is where you get them from," 
she said. 

Norton said that con^aceptive 
availability and easy access to abor- 
tion contribute to teen pregnancy / 
and eariy sexual activity. , / 

"It's so readily available it's a^ 
ready begun to affect our teenagefs," 
Norton said. "They feel like they 
can give themselves away," he said. 
Suzette Caton, community educa- 
tor at Hillcrest Clinic in Norfolk 
stated, "I think we all need to work 
toward ending tte need for abortion. 
And one of those ways is certainly 
to promote sex education in the 
schools and more reprc^uctive 
health care for women at a lower 
cost. Many of these anti-abortion 
people diat I talk to are also anti- 
birth control, and I have a problem 
with that." 

Perstkoff said that the best deter- 
rent to teen prepancy is in helping 
teenagers learn to set goals. 

'Teenagers who have future goals 
are a lot less likely to become 
pregnant then teenagers who don't 
have future goals," Persikoff said. 
"It makes sense if you think about 
it because some teenagers just be- 
come pregnant because they think 
there's nothing else for them." 

Charlann Murray couldn't agree 
more. As a volunteer counselor to 
teens, many of whom are pregnant, 
she talks to them about goalsetting. 
She stated that the position of 
counsels was not without its frus- 
tration. It was a feeling echoed by 
all of the vdunieers and educators. 
"You say you vvsmt to fix every- 
thing and make it better," Murray 
sighed. "But you can't do that You 
want to get (teens) to change and 
see that there's hope." 



City Councils back legislation; 
to allow attorneys to volunteer

City Councils in both Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake are backing 
legislation in the General Assembly 
that would allow attorneys to vol- 
unteer their services to the com- 
monwealth attCHTieys offices. 

Virginia Beach Commonwealth's 
Attorney Robert Humphreys ex- 
plained that the legislation is needed 
because at present, prosecutors are 
required to be full-time employees 
of the Commonwealth Attorney's 
office, except in smaller localities. 

Humphreys said that the volun- 
teers can work on the less impor- 
tant cases, leaving the regular staff 
free to handle the more serious 
cases. 

State funding foi the office has 
fallra behind, causing a sh<»lage of 
prosecutors so that the lesser of- 
fenses often are na prcBccuted. 
Robert McDonald introduced HR 
1098 in the assembly last year, 
which was carried over to the 1993 
session to allow local attorneys to 



be involved in pro bono prosecutors 
programs. 

Humphreys said some lawyers 
like to devote some time to prose- 
cutirat and others want the experi- 
ence in the type cases they would 
not ordinarily receive in private 
practice. Some of the larger law 
firms have already indicated an in- 
tensx in having {xart of dieir staffs 
participate. 

The work in the Common- 
wealth's Attorney's c^ce ofiCns the 
attorneys some satisfaction which, 
Humptueys said, is true of himsdf 
and his staff. 

Mayor Meyera ObemdOTf, who 
requested the resolution endorsing 
the legislation, said that volun- 
teerism has become synonymous 
with Virginia Beach and this can 
add to that reputation. 

In Virginia Beach the nine mem- 
bers present voted unanimously for 
the resolution. In Chesapeake the 
vote was 8-1, with Vice Mayor 
J(An W. BuU dissenting. Butt ex- 
pressed the concern that the volun- 
teers wouki have access to reconls.

Redevelopment Activity Generates $155 
Million In New Private Development 

In the late 70$, '80s and "908 Portsmouth leaders realized that die only way 
Portsmouth could grow economically and physically was to regenerabs blighted 
and deteriorated properties into sound, tax producing, employment gennating 
reuses, and that the only way to accomplish this was through an aggressive 
redevelopment program. 

Since Portsmouth is, for the most part, built up with a limited amount of vacant 
developable land, the assemblage of property through the redevelopment process 
repitsents the only ongoing avenue for achieving any sizable economic growth. 
With this in min^ the city, in the late '60s aid early 70s, began planning its 
revitalization strategy, assembling land and removing blighting influoices. 
Through the efforts of City administration and the Redevekqiment Authority, 
major development sites were acquired, cleared and attembled. These efforts 
could not have be«i» accomplished by the private sector for two important reasons: 

(1 ) it would not be fmancially feasible for the private sector to absorb acquisition, 
demolition, andrelocation costs in additicm to the developmentof the property, and 

(2) the private sector does not have the power of eminent domain to ensure the 
acquisition of these underutilized properties. A fimher advantage of public con- 
trol of land through the redevelopment process is the ability to ensure the highest 
and best use of the land, especi Jly in a city like Portsmouth where developable 
property is a precious commodity. 

The property, in accordance with state law governing Authority opaations; 
must be blighted, deteriorated or underutilized. Not only does property in this 
condition generate veiy little tax revenue; in most instances, the costs to our city, 
due to the inordinate amount of required municipal services, far exceed the taxes 
received. Since the majority of our neighboring cities have considerable amounts 
of vacant land, it is essential that Portsmouth assemble property and have a wide 
range of suitable sites available when market conditions are favorable and devel- 
opment interest is indicated. 

Tremendous strides have been made in the city's revitalization efforts a a result 
of the recapture of deteriorated, nonproductive real estate for recycling purposes, 
allowing the land to once again become tax goierating. 

It is important to realize that due to the availability of land assonUed tmder past 
redevelopment pf dgrams, developers' needs could be accommodated quickly once 
their interest in developing in Portsmouth was established. Not only was the land 
available, but it was under public control. Therefore, the quality and tinieliness of 
these developments coidd be ensured. Much of the success pfllie^italization of 
the downtown corridor is attributable to the av ail ability of redevelopment land - the 
Commerce Bank Building, the Courtyard Building, Bristol Square, Washington 
Square and Crawford Square Condominiums, as well as a flurry of other residential 
developments offer excellent examples. More than 600 new residential imits in 
proximity to the downtown area have been developed. Neighborhoods such as 
Mount Hermon and Effmgham were extremely blighted areas, |soducing very 
little.revgnue to the city, particularly when compared to the cost of city services 
provided to these neighborhoods. After redevelopment, the blight has been 
removed and these areas now contain several hundred new, single-family homes 
paying full real estate taxes. These neighborhoods are now an asset bodi jdiysically 
and economically to the city of Portsmouth. Where v'lablt businessnow exists on 
London Boulevard (Portsmouth Renal Center, Portsmouth Floral and Down- 
town Medical Associates); was once the location of one of the worst sltun 
aioeas in the city. Were it not for a redevelopment progran\, these blighting 
conditions would still exist. 

The PortCShfiieCommerce Puk was in its embryonic stages only a few years 
ago, and now the citizens of Portsmouth are witness to the new WAVY-TV 
headquarters k)cated in this area. Yet, if the City and the Portsmouth Redevelop- 
ment and Housing Authority had not initiated the Southside Redevek>pment 
Program in 1975, we would not be concerning oursehres today widi tfiese new tax 
and job generating enterprises. 

The Collins Group or the former Virginia Products Building, rq>resented a 
major new devetopment in the city when construction was initiated in the early 
1980s. There has been some outcry in the past about the Authority's programs 
taking land off tax rolls, yet the Virginia Productt {dant when it first opened paid 
more in real estate taxes than the entire twelve block area k)cated between Fourth 
and Rrst Streets. 

Since 1975, the city \^as received approximately $7.0 million in just income 
alone from the saleof properties acquired through the redevetopnuau programs. In 
addition to removing blighted properties, tte Auttori^ has fostered more than 
$155 million in new tax and employment generating investment in the city of 
Portsmouth, all of which will continue to increase in value and provide a greater 
return to the city in years to ctrnie. 

It is imperative that the city continue to assemble property fliKwgh the redcvel- 
opmait process to ensure economic growth in the future. Although a great deal has 
bean accomplished in the past few years, much more work remains to be done for 
the city to continue succeeding in its efforts to improve the quality of Uve for all 
its citizens.

15-inile radius of River Pointe is 
more than 1 million people. 

This area of Hampton Roads 
has long been a major employ- 
ment center which attracts an ex- 
cellent labor force. The General 
Electric Company, for example, 
has a major facility nearby for 
nearly 20 years and employed up 
to 5,700 people. They easily at- 
tracted employees despite the fact 
that, when they began operating 
in 1965, the Tri-City area had a 
population of 8,000, versus tap- 
proximately 55,000 today. 
Area Labor Pool 

The new highway system will 
give the surrounding labw pool 
easy access to River Pointe. The 
trip from Newport News to River 
Pointe, for example, will decrease 
from 40 miriutes to 10 minutes. 

A strong compofient of the area 
labor force is military related la- 
bor. Retired military personnel 
and spouses of active military 
personnel are an important hidden 
source of high quality labor in 
the Hampton Roads area.

Lynnhaven DAR fosters 
good will in the community 



Group members must 
have Revolutionary War 
roots; relatives can count

The Lynnhaven Parish Oiapter of 
the National Society Daughters of 
the American Revolution (DAR) 
was organized in January of 1976 
and is one of four ch^tos in the 
Virginia Beach area. They currently 
have 63 members and, like the 
DAR, strive to promote history, 
education and patriotism. 

"We are Dying to foster good- 
will," said Sandra Milbum, secre- 
tary of the Lynnhaven Parish 
Oapict and the public relations 
contact. Through their effmts they 
h(^ to fosta well-rounded and 
civic-oriented people in their mem- 
bers, as well as in young people, 
Milbum said. 

The DAR, founded in 1890, has 
over 200,000 members, with chap- 
ters in all SO stales, the District of 
Columbia, Australia, Canada, 
France, Mexico and the United 
Kingdom. 

"In ordo' to be in the DAR you 
have to trace your ancestry directly 
back to the Revolution," said Lucy 
Weisheit, the current regent or pres- 
ident, of the Lynnhaven Parish 
Chapter. This means that the ances- 
tor must have served in the 
American Revolution, not merely 
lived during that time period. 

An applicant to the DAR must 
be able to prove, through ptpct- 
wdric, family doduaeata aiMUiton- 
siye geneaUgical research, that the 
aifcestor's bhxxi runs duough hex 
veins. MUbum said. This would au- 
tomadcaUy eliminate an adopted 
child for membo^ip, for example, 
unless ^e were able to {xove this 
of ha biological parents. 



Conversely, if the ^)plicant has a 
relative who is already a member, 
she can become a member by use of 
the relative's paperwoik. 

Tbe DAR LIbraxy in 

Washington, D.C., established in 
1896, may be of sovice to myone 
int««sted in tracing their family 
history. It holds 75,000 books and 
40,000 manuscripts ccmcentrating 
on genealogy and local history. It is 
a reference lilxBry and not a lending 
library.

The promoticHi and preservation 
of histny is not die whole of the 
DAR's wwk, howevCT, Education 
is a big part of the DAR's wcxk as 
well, said Weisheit.

are 100 parent flnancially spon- 
sored (nationally) by die DAR," 
said Milbum. 

Locally, though, the Lynnhaven 
Parish Chapter works with 
Kempsville High School and Green 
Run High School, through such 
programs as die Literacy Challenge, 
essay contests and a program called 
DAR Good Citizens, Weisheit said. 

"(Senior high school students) are 
chosen on die basis of all around 
good citizenship, scholarship, pa- 
triotism and civic endeavors," 
Weisheit explained. This honor, 
presented in January each year, 
'^ghi€[^4iie student the opportunity to 
advance to state and national levels 
wtere certificates, cash and scholar- 
ships may also be awarded. 

February is also a special mondi 
for the DAR and the schools. 
Awards are given to teachers, one 
■per chapter, for his/her outstanding 



abilities and efforts. Elevendi grade 
students are recognized as well for 
being 'Outstanding American 
History Students,' said Weisheit. 

Aside from die promotion of his- 
uxy and education, the DAR is in- 
volved in variety of other commu- 
nity activities, including conserva- 
tion, the promotion of die status of 
the American Indian and 
Constitution Week, which is held 
annually in September. The DAR 
also works closely to help veterans 
by collecting clothes, toiletries and 
money; die Lynnhaven Parish 
Chapter woj^s widi Uiree veterans 
h(^tais locally.

Gay business Is fighting 
Virginian-Pilot oyer an ad 



Earl Jones upset 
with Pilot about ad

^arl Jones, owner of the Out 
Right Books on Independence 
Boulevanl, was hoping for some 
answers when he recenUy attended a 
meeting between members of die 
Hampton Roads Lesbian and Gay 
Pride Coalidon and The Virginian- 
Piht/Ledger-Star' s public editcv, 
Charlise Lyles. 

The coalition wanted to discuss 
their feelings about an ad diat ap- 
peared in the Janu^ 3 issues of 
The Virginian-PilotlLedger-Star. 
The ad. sponsored by die Family 
Research Council, was an qjpeal fb 
readers to send money to support 
the council's national campaign 
against gays in the military. 

Jones wondered if the Norfolk- 
based daily newspaper would run an 
ad for his bookstore. He showed 
Lyles a copy of his business card 
and asked her if he sent in the 
money if his ad would run. 

"I was told no," Jones said, 
'"because of die terms gay and les- 
bian, and die feelings of some of 
die other advertisers." 

Patrick Evans, a coalition board 
member, remembers the exchange 
between Lyles and Jones. 

"He handed her the business 
card," Evans said. "And he said 
'Would the Pilot run an ad like 
diis?' And she said, *No probably 
uskiHo aa^vouiivaM. their ad 
placed close to yours.'" 

The January 17 edition of The 
Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star, quoted 
General Manago' Bruce Bradley: "If 
a homosexual group comes to us 
and wants to run an ad, by the same 
token, we will run it, provided it 
meets die standards." 

Evans disapees. "H«e's die Pibt 
saying diat diey're willing to take 
die money for these ads so diey can 
be a sounding board for the com- 
munity," Evans said. "But diey're 
not allowing other parts of the 
community to use the same 
medium." 

Evans, who contacted The Vir- 
ginian-PilotlLedger-Star when he

and his lover had a Partner in Life 
Ceremony was disappointed diat 
The Virginian-PilotlLedger-Star 
would not run the announcement. 

"They won't even run (an an- 
nouncement) without a photo in the 
Celebrations Column," Evans said. 
"It clearly says anything diat ycHi 
want to celebrate you can list here. 
That's the same diing that Pat 
Robertson has over at die Founders 
Inn. It says, 'pubUc welcomed,' but 
it's not. It's real disturbing." 

"It makes me very angry," Jones 
said. "Basically I live my life just 
like evwybody else does. To me it's 
unbelievable diat in die '90's diese 
attitudes are sull going on." 

Bradley said diat die newspaper 
does not accept advertising for gay 
and lesbian activities. 

"I guess the issue is, we don't 
run ads for gay activities," Bradley 
stated. 

Bradley explained that the Public 
Editor's Column in the January 17 
issue of The Virginian-Pi- 
lotlLedger-Star was devoted only to 
advocacy ads. 

"The ad in question was one diat 
called on Clinton to retract his 
opinion on having gays accepted in 
the military," Bradley said. "My 
point in diat article was diat if a 
gay group wanted to run an advo- 
cacy ad, we'd accept dial"

Chesapeake as 
entertainment 



I certainly do not want to leave the imfvession tfiat I 
enjoy some sort of sadistic pleasure in criticizing the 
Norfolk-basei^ Virginian-PilotlLedger- 
Star, but it seems that almost every week 
some member of their editorial staff (we 
never know who, because they never 
sign their editorials) comes up with some 
of the most ridiculous bull manure imag^ 
inable. 

Both The Chesapeake Post and The 
Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star are still re- 
ceiving numerous letters of protest to 
one of the most unfair, uninformed edi- 
torials in recent Virginian-P Hot!

Th& editorial, which.was published in' 
their Jan. 12 editions titled "Beaten, raped 
and ignored," cited allegations of "a gang rape and savage 
beating and humiliation of two white inmates on the night 
of December 8," at the Chesapeake City Jail.

inmates." - », 

A crime is a crime and it should make no difference 
whether the offenders are Afro- Americans, Euro- Ameri- 
can, Asian or Native. The alleged incident should be 
investigated by the proper officials and a report should be 
made public, but to prematurely call for a "Grand Jury 
Investigations" is utter nonsense. 

Is the call for "a Grand Jury Investigation" just the 
opinion of the anonymous writer of the editorial or is it tlw 
collective opinion of the Landmark crew. 

I ask Uiequestion because I am not awarecrfany call fcM* 
a •Grand Jury Investigation" on the part of the city 
officials of Chesapeake or any citizen of Chesapeake for 
that matter. The statement that "Chesapeake is shamed. 
Inhabitants of tiie city - and all Hampton Roads now have 
cause to fear that the jail regime is lax and hearUess" is 
unfair to Chesapeake Sheriff John Newhart, a man known 
both locally and nationally as one of the finest sheriffs in 
the country. Newhart is taiown for his continuous fight 
for inmates' rights, bigger and better jails and rehabilita- 
tion prognims. 

His staff is well-traii^ and [^ofessional in die perfor- 
mance of their duties and are considered second to none, 
at least by most of die citizens of Chesapeake; even if 
Norfolk thinks otherwise., 

Newhart established the Elderly Victim's Assistance 
Program that has been a great help to those who have been 
robbed, sometimes of their only possessions. 

Newhart 's good works are not confined to just the City 
Jail. He goes out of his way to help those less fortunate 
than himself. The irony of this situation is that from time 
to tinK Newhart has been mildly criticized by his own 
supporters for being too sensitive to tlw neals of the 
lawbreakers confined to his jail; juid now in the twilight 
of his outstanding career such words as "lax" and "Iwart- 
less" are used in an editorial in reference to the Q^sa- 
peake City Jail. 

The editorial in my opinion was unfair not only to John 
Newhart but to the city of Chesapeake as well. This 
editorial is just another {nime example of TAe Virginian- 
Pilot/Ledger-Star using Chesapeake to geno^te cnter- 
tainn^nt for die rest of Hampton Roads. What a shame?

Ubaty or property, widwot due proems of law; nor 
dray to ny person widun its jurisdkrtion the equal 
protection of die la«^"

Sheltering Church, to have a plan 
ready in the event that a woman or 
a couple would come to the minis- 
ter in what Thomas calls a 'crisis 
pregnancy' situation, and to inform 
it's members and the community of 
its support program. 

Thomas suggests that churches 
offer such basic services as car re- 
pairs performed by volunteers from 
the congregation, or Mom's Night 
Out, a time when the church woukl 
open its dows to babysit children.- 

"I would love to see more people 
offmng alternatives to women be- 
cause there are lots of women out 
there who may experience an un- 
planned pregnancy that for them 
abortion is not a choice, and they're 
struggling," said Caton. "Too often 
it turns into a judgement, imposing 
guilt on a woman who makes a dif- 
ficult decision," she said. 

Teresa Stanley, Justice and Peace 
Social Minister at St. Nicholas 
Catholic Church in Virginia Beach, 
agrees. 

"What saddens me is that it's as 
if it's us against them type of situa- 
tion," Stanley said. "It looks as 
though we're just passing judge- 
ment and that's not what it's all 
about," she stated.

"I just let them talk and 
somehow at some point try to in- 
troduce Jesus Christ to them. And 
most of them that are in that crisis 
are willing to listen to just about 
anything. We offer them whatever 
help and support that we can and try 
to offer them alternatives to abor- 
tion such as adoption and other 
means of help." 

Murray who has gone out to sev- 
eral local demonstrations against 
abortion said that she feels her vol- 
unteerism is just one aspect of pro- 
fessing her belief that abortion is 
wrong. 

"We were involved in the Walk 
^(« Life, which was part of Crisis 
Pregnancy Clinic this summer." 
Murray said. "You could really see 
what people's views were. You 
could see the negative, angry peqde 



and you could see those that were 
just so happy that somebody was 
taking a stand." 

Murray believes that protesting 
will continue oytside of Hillview 
Clink: in Norfolk and other abor- 
tion clinics across the United 
States. 

"I haven't been directly involved 
with Hillcrest Clinic," Murray ex- 
plained. "But I know they have 
peaceful demonstrations there all 
the time.

If you have a pen pal on 
Knous Island or in Gibbs Woods 
you will want to double check 
their return address. 

As pan of a county^wide pro- 
ject, Knotts Island and Gibbs 
Woods* streets have been named. 
Residents will be issued hew ad- 
dresses to go with their street 
names. The new addresses will 
replace route numb^s. 

"We're trying to implement the 
new system to facilitate emer- 
gency response," explained Jerry 
Wrap, who is with the Tax Office 
of Currituck County. 
"(Emeigency rescue personnel) 
require more information than 
just route and box numbers," he 
said. 

This is especially good news 
for the Knotts Island Volunteer 
Fire and Rescue Squad. Because 
the team interfaces with rescue 
personnel from Virginia Beach, it 
has been difficult for Virginia 
Beach fire and rescue crews to lo- 
cate homes that have previously 
had no sueet addresses. 

"It's just a recognition that the 
old route and box numbers are no 
longer adequate to provide infor- 
mation to the general public," 
Wrap said. "They don't have any 
relationship to anything but an- 
other route and box number. 
There may be another house right 
next door that doesn't receive 
mail." 

Wrap went on to say that he 
hqjes that new addresses will be 
implemented quickly. 

Knotts Island Post 

Office personnel will be mak- 
ing the transition from route and 



box numbers as easy as possible. 

"Afto" the initial change we 
will sort the mail using a dual 
address system," said Vicki 
Ansell, who works at the Knotts 
Island Post Office. "No mail will 
be returned as long as we know 
who the people are, regardless of 
if it has an address on it or not. 
This office usually knows every- 
one who gets mail here. Even if 
the address is way on' base we 
usually know who they are and

Ap- 
proximately 474 Knotts Island 
residents and 160 Gibbs Woods 
residents will be affected by the 
new address changes. 

Ansell said that most Knotts 
Islaqd residents will be happy

with the address changes. 

"The route has changed, people 
change homes ... the old way of 
doing things has just gotten kind 
of confused. I think it will be a 
good improvement" 

The street names for Gibbs 
Woods and Knotts Islands were 
decided by the residents. 

"We had public hearings in 
which the residents of Knotts Is- 
land and Gibbs Woods could 
make their input known," said 
. Wrap. "In some instances there 
were no names on the streets," he 
said. 

"A lot of (the names) had to do 
with who lived down the lane," 
explained Izolla Bonney a Knotts 
Island resident 

Many of the streets on Knotts 
Island were named after the fami- 
lies who lived on them. In the 
case whae a street was known by 
more than one name, residents 
agreed to use the most commonly 



recognized name. 

The strip of land that 

connects Knotts Island to Vir- 
ginia Beach has been called "The 
Causeway," or "Marsh Road," by 
residents. Knotts Island residents 
agreed to rename the road. Marsh 
Causeway, in order to utilize 
both commonly used names and 
to avoid confusion by giving the 
road a completely new name. 

The cost of the signs was just 
over $3,000. Volunteers put in 
the poles and placed the signs. 

"I love it," exclaimed Allison 
Lewis, a Knotts Island resident. 
"I have two children and in the 
case o{ an ema-gency I know 
plenty of times diey have a hard 
> time finding people's homes. 
With the new street names and 
the numbers on the mailbox it 
will be wond^ul as &ir as the 
rescue units are conconed." 

A Currituck County official, 
who did not want to be men- 



tioned by name, said that al- 
though most residents are pleased 
with the street names and new 
signs, already some of the signs 
have been vandalized. 

"The bad part is we've had to 
go back and put some more signs 
up because people have torn them 
down^^One day last week we had 
to go over and put four or five of 
them back up," the official said. 
"It's just awful to think that you 
spent that much money." Teen- 
agers may be responsible, he 
said. 

For many of the Gibbs Woods 
and Knotts Island residents the 
new street addresses will enable 
them to give better directions to 
guests who will be coming to 
visit. In the past it has been diffi- 
cult for delivery drivers, courier 
services and relatives to locate 
exact addresses. 

"The UPS man, I'm sure, is 
thrilled to death," Lewis said.

Minimize the cliances of car fires 



CAR FIRE! Not an unusual 
occurrence and, at best, a traumatic 
and expensive one. 

What causes car fires? Fuel leaks 
are the most common culprit; leak- 
age around the carburetor or at the 
fuel lines. Sometimes a gas tank 
leak is the source. 

The potential for fuel line leak- 
age is greater with the advent of 
fuel injection systems on late- 
model cars, whCTe fuel is delivered 
to the cylinders at relatively high 
pressures. 

Car fires also 
stem from 

faulty wiring 
and from leak- 
age of fluids on 

hot engines. 

These pressures increase as the 
car grows older and orifices become 
constricted, thereby causing even 
greater vulnerability to leakage. 

Car fires also stem from faulty 
wiring and from leakage of fluids 
on hot engine parts. For example, a 
fine spray of antifreeze, which is 
combustible, onto a hot exhaust 
manifold, can start a fire. 

If engine oil, power steering, 
transmissi(Ki or brake fluid should 
find its way to a hot spot under the 



hood or under the car, it could burst 
into flames. 

To minimize chances of a car 
fire, keep all fluids wd fuel con- 
nections tight and be certain electri- 
cal connections and insulation are
